stricken and hysterical relatives stormed crude morgues in half a 
dozen towns in the Santa Clara valley today seeking loved ones, 
the death toll in the San Francisquito canyon dam disaster mount­ 
ed to 500 estimated dead and $12,000,000 property loss. 
"We already know of some 250 dead in various sections of the 
valley,” said Under sheriff Eugene Biscailuz, in charge of the 
Newhall-Saugus sector, ‘‘and we expect to find that many more 
when we start digging in the mud and silt. All we did yesterday 
was to pick up bodies which were in sight along the river bank/' 
Hour by hour a new horror attending the disaster wag re­ 
vealed as relief work got under way and drastic sanitary measures 
were enforced to halt possible pestilence- 
All during the night beacon like fires glowed through the 
drizzle of rain that fell in the valley as dead work animals and 
wreckage was burned.

Governor C. C. Young, who arrived 
at Santa Paula late yesterday to 
assist in relief work, was enroute to­ 
day to San Diego.

United States will have a population 
of 120,013,000 on July I, the census 
bureau estimated today. 
That represents a gain of 14,302,380 
In the lant eight years. 
Estimated 
population July I, 1927, was 118,628,- 
000. 
At the present rate of Immigration 
and excess of births over deaths the 
country will be populated by 260,000,- 
000 in the year 2000. 
Births exceeded deaths by slightly 
more than 1,000,000 last year. The 
birth rate, however, is falling more 
rapidly than is the death rate, and 
experts are not of the opinion that 
the population increase In the future 
will be at the rapid rate of the last 
twenty years. 
New estimates of population were 
prepared for most of the states, al­ 
though those where the population de­ 
creased between 1910 and 1920, or be­ 
tween 1920 and 1925. the 1920 or 1925

Crime s Annual Cost 


Crime i*1 costing tim people of the U nited Stat#- $13,- 
000,000.000 annually. 
So Federal Judge W alter C. Lind­ 
ley told the federal grand Jury iii Chicago as he swore 
the mem bers of that body into service, 
lie pointed out 
that this astounding total was greater by |5,OOO,OOO,OOO 
than the amount loaned the Allies by our government 
during the progress of the World war. 
This staggering expense caused by crime is Imrne al­ 
most entirely by the honest citizenship of the land. 
It 
em braces the cost of m aintaining 600,000 policemen, 
sheriffs, m arshals, courts, prosecutors, prisoners. 
It in 
eludes also the value of money and other valuables lost 
through robbery or theft and the economic loss of the 
300.00U crim inals confined in penitent lories and Jails. 
Added to this is the economic loss resulting from m ur­ 
ders and crimes against the person which incapacitate 
the victims, in the event that they survive their wounds, 
from becoming producing citizens. 
“Reports show 12,000 m urders during the last year 
In the United States,” tho Judge told the Jury. 
“In 
Chicago, statistics show the m urder of six policemen 
for every criminal convicted for the m urder of a police­ 
man.” 
And then Judge Lindley brought up a point too often 
overlooked by m any who actually look upon themselves 
as good citizens even when engaged in the breaking or 
a- law. 
Ile said: 
“ You are not to use any prejudice against one law or 
the other. 
Some of us like this law sud do not like an ­ 
other, but as long as a law is on the books it must be 
enforced. 
“This is a country ruled by the majority, and the 
m ajority passes the laws. 
Criminals represent less than 
one per cent of the population, so it is obvious that this 
class is not ruling.” 
Herein is made plain the great trouble with our peo­ 
ple today. 
They, or a great proportion of them, want 
others to obey the law, hut they them selves do not want 
to obey it. 
They w ant life aud property protected and 
safeguarded, and yet they ald, and abet, and encourage 
by their dealings with law-breakers, the development of 
a criminal element, which w ars against hum an life and 
property rights alike, 
lf so-called good citizens would 
cease to be law-breakers, lf they stopped making, or try­ 
ing to make, fish of one law and fowl of another, and re­ 
spected all laws, It would not be long until crime would 
be greatly reduced. 


W ASHINGTON, D. C\, March 14.—The p o s s ib ility - 
even probability, according to Mime experts —th at the 
present eyrie of unemployment in the United State* will 
bring about, the five-day week In Industry is the subject 
of study by capitalists and labor leaders alike. 
Unem­ 
ployment is not now serious In tho same degree that, it 
was in 1821 and at earlier periods. 
Secretary of I^tbor 
Davis pttts th e num ber 
of unemployed at a million. 
Some lalKir leaders and onion m em bers place th* figure 
a* high as five million. 
It seems safe to assum e that ’he 
actual num ber lies som ew here between these two, doubt­ 
less nearer the sm aller estimate. 
Union labor, such aa It was, as early as 182.% suggested 
a reduction in the twelve-hour day, then practically uni­ 
versal throughout all trades. 
Needless to say the Bug 
gem Ion was not received cordially by employers, and it 
failed. 
With the >**ars, the working hours did increase 
and finally in I Aft I the newly formed American F edera­ 
tion of Labor started the agitation for an eight-hour day. 
It took years to bring this about aud even the t we!ve-hour 
day lasted in the nation's greatest industry, steel, up 
until 1820. 
This is conspicuously sn age of upsets in American 
1 life, as well as industrial life throughout the world. Some 
j obi established tenets of political economy are being chal­ 
lenged a* never before since their fire♦ general accept­ 
ance. 
It is true that when labor-saving m achinery fir*t was 
Introduced w orkers rioted, claiming that tho machine* 
would enable one man to do the work of ten and th e n by 
put the other ninp out of Job*. 
But experience showed 
that the division of labor, under tho factory system, and 
the application of labor, produced m ore jobs than ever 
before and resulted in better wages and a strong* r effec­ 
tual demand and in more things for more men 
The 
new economy made commonplace articles of 
on- ump- 
tlon which before had been regarded only a* luxuries 
for tho rich. 
It even made available to th*' working man 
new things which the. rich could not have ha*] b* fare a' 
any price. 
But now, after generations, the ultim ate atterr*, of 
this scheme of life and labor has been abruptly dialler.*' 
ed. 
No less an expert in labor m atters than Secretary 
of Labor Davis himself recently publicly declared tha 
the time has come when he tables once more are turned 
and labor saving devices aetually are causing unemploy­ 
ment.

Europe has been misrepresented 
In 
the 
matter of 
loans. 
T hat continent did borrow largely from the 
United States during the war, but has not borrowed 
much since. 
Americans are pouring private capital into foreign in­ 
vestm ents since the war, lending about as much as the 
governm ent did during the war and Immediately after­ 
ward; but they are pouring It mainly into the western 
hemisphere, not the eastern. 
W hen the W orld w ar started, our people had about 
$2,5000,000,000 invested in foreign countries. 
Now that 
sum has grown to about $10,400,000,000, and is rolling 
tip at the rate of more than a billion a year. 
But of the 
whole amount, only about $2,500,000,000 has been lent to. 
or invested in, Europe. 
Investm ents in our own hem is­ 
phere ave nearly three t imes th at u n ch. 
And of more 
than $7,000,000,000 now invested in the New World, Latin- 
America has two-thirds, and Canada nearly all the rest. 
The Latin-American share, too, Isn’t concentrated In 
Mexico, a* many Americans seem to imagine. 
That 
country has a little over a billion of our capital. 
Tho 
rest is spread all over, from N icaragua to T ierra del 
Fuego. 
♦ 
So American savings are being used to develop and 
enrich America -all the Americas—rath er than the conti­ 
nent for which our people poured out their treasure dur 
ins the war. 
That is as it should be.

Among 400 m otorists fined on speed 
ing charges here in one day, age out 
num bered youth more than two to one, 
statistics reveal. 
Women, although reputed to be less 
careful in their driving of automobiles 
than men, are rare offenders. The av­ 
erage age of the 
m ale speeder was 
found to be 44 years. 
S afety C lasses. 
F or this reason the W est P ark com 
missioners, controlling all boulevards 
on the W est Side of Chicago, decided 
to form a m otorists safety "school” at 
which drivers convicted of m inor 
in­ 
fractions of the law are given the ru- 
*diments of safety in driving. 
In its session the school has taught 
more than 41.000 persons. 
“The average m otorist doesn't will­ 
fully violate the law,” explained 
Dr. 
Francis E. Thornton, “teacher” a t the 
m otorist school. “ Mr. Average Motor­ 
ist always has an excuse for speeding.

required to call at a city 
m otor bu 
reau and pay their own fine to clerks 
R epeated violations however, necessi­ 
tate a court appearance.
